attached Fo Matioml Security Agency (MSI) who mark on deciphering 
certain Soviet intelligence me stages covering the period 1942-46. 
These Soviet messages are made up of telegram« and cables and 
radio messages sent between Soviet intelligence operators in the 
United States and Moscow. Consequently, this material falls 
within the category of cosaunfcations intelligence information 
and as such it is subject to the most strinaent regulations 
governing dissemination on a n need-to-know t ^ basis. These messages 
would seem to fall into the same category as teletypes from a 
field office to the Bureau (in code) and detailed reports we re 
undoubtedly being sent by the MGB (Soviet Intelligence Service) 
in the diplomatic pouch. The usual Russian method in conceal¬ 
ing the text of these messages is to first translate the Bussian 
plain text into code by using a code book and then apply a jxne- 
time cipher pad to the code, thus making it practically 
impossible to recouer the message. Interceptions of the^tKStkj 
messages were made tw the 0. S. Army. The intercepted messages 
consist of^^L$gi,o& numbers. These numbers are placed on work 
sheets by W//fpand / efforts are then made to arrive at the 
additive (thetnciphering process).
